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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. Claims 1-16, 19-20, 23-33, 37-52, and 56-68 are directed to 
an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 34 and 69, directed to the process of 
making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 
CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration 
under 37 CFR 1.142 have been rejoined, the restriction 
requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on January 
24, 2 004 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, 
applicant (s) are advised that if any claims including all the 
limitations of an allowable product claim or rejoined process 
claim are presented in a continuation or divisional application, 
such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the 
instant application. Once the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer 
applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 
129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 
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2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should 
the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a 
telephone interview with Kirsten Gruneberg on August 21, 2006. 

In specification, Page 2, Line 21, delete spacing between "to" 
and "achieve" and insert only one space. 

In specification, Page 17, Line 13, delete spacing between 
"sections." and "Corrugated" and insert only two spaces. 

In specification, Page 18, Line 30, delete spacing between 
"X72 93," and "a" and insert only one space. 

In claim 1, delete lines 17-18, insert the following: 
acid, and mixtures thereof, 
wherein component (b) is present; and 
(c) from 0 to 80 parts by weight of at least one polyamide selected - - 
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In claim 34, delete claim identifier, insert "previously 
presented 7 ' . 

In claim 37, delete lines 17-18, insert the following: 
acid, and mixtures thereof, 
wherein component (b) is present; and 
(c) from 0 to 80 parts by weight of at least one polyamide selected - - 

In claim 69, delete claim identifier, insert "previously 
presented" . 

Cancel claims 70-71. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art Siour in view of Nohara and 
Borggreve fail to teach the presence of component (b) as defined 
in claims 1 and 3 7 in combination with the limitations that at 
least 2 0 parts by weight of (a) and (b) includes the monomers 
selected from the claimed group and at least 20 parts by weight 
of (b) and (c) includes the monomers selected from the claimed 
group. Specifically, Siour and Nohara fail to teach component 
(b) at all, and Borggreve teaches only component (b) . Borggreve 
provides no teaching of combining component (b) with other

polyamides including monomers not included in the component (b) 
itself. Therefore, no motivation is provided to combine the 
polyamine-polyamide copolymer of Borggreve with the polyamide 
blends of Siour and Nohara, since Borggreve fails to suggest 
that the copolymer could or should be added to polyamide blends 
and Siour and Nohara fail to suggest any characteristic of the 
blend that could be improved by the copolymer of Borggreve.
